To Hon. H. A. Pearce, Judge} 
of 121TH Juducial Circuit, 

We the grand jury impanneled 
by your Honor at the present 
term of coutt, most respectfully 
submit the following, our final re- 
port. 

We have made a diligent and 
searching inquiry into twenty- 
three presentments of violations 
of the law made to onr body and 
aga result of our investigations 
herewith hand your honor seven- 
teen true bills, being four felonies 
and thirteen misdemeanors. Tho 
small number of presentments 
madoindicates to our minds that 
our section of the county is in a 
prosperous and peaceful condition 
and that crime is on the de- 
crease. 

We have returned indictments 
in all cases where the evidence was 
sufficieut, and we thought a 
prosecution necessary to the pub- 
lie good. 

A committee from our body 
visited the county poor house and 
report that they tound five inmate 
confined therein, who stated that 
they received plenty to eat, such 
as it was. The bedding was only 
fairly good, and that these poor 
people need some clothing and 
shoes. We respectfully recom- 
mend to the commissioners’ court 
that they see to it that these un- 
fortunate people are comfortably 
cared for, and if it requires a 
larger appropriation 1t should be 
made, 

The committee reports the jail 
in as well kept and clean condi- 
tion as could be expected, and the 
prisoners well provided for There 
isa low flat place near the jail 
which fills with water in the rainy 
season and becomes stagnant, and 
hogs andcattle rooting and walk- 
ing it it causes a stench, which we 
believe is likely to cause sickness. 
We call attention of the authori- 
ties to this matter and hope they 
will remedy it. We find that 
there are some repairs being made 
to the jail and court house of a 
Sanitary nature. 

We would recommend that the 
carpet on the floor of the court 
room be torn away and a new and 
more substantial one be put down 
and the court room and other 
rooms up-stairs be closed up. 

A committee examined the 
books of the probate Judge and 
found them ina neat and well 
kept condition, as are also the as- 
sessur’s aud collector’s books. We 
had access to only a part of the 
clerk and sheritt’s books, and 
found them correct as well as we 
could secertain. The treasurer’s 
books were in a neat and well kept 
condition. 

We found the bonds of the 
county officers suffient in trom 
and amply secured. 

The public roads have been re- 
ported in their usual condition— 
very little improvement. The 
road officals have assured us that 
they expect 69 make more favora- 


| ble reports iu future.
